Thus Greater Berlin hopes to 
contribute considerably toward solv­ 
ing its own food problem, and what 
is going on at Berlin is being repeat­ 
ed in every town of Germany. In this I 
way it is expected that the potato 
crop of 1915 will he the largest ever 
grown in Germany, and that tile sup­ 
ply of other vegetables will also be 
greatly increased. 
At present all food products con-, 
linue to advance in price. 
Even the! 
commonest vegetables are from two 
lo tbrer fold higher than they were 
before the war began. 
Coif ce and 
tea, though they cannot now bo im­ 
ported into Germany at all, have risen 
considerably less 
than 
vegetables. 
Among meats, pork Ute staple meat 
of the working classes, 
has

markedly.

EEDING THE YOUNG CHICKS 


iothing Given Until Youngsters Are 
Tv.'o Days Old— Whole Grain Fed 
at End of Eight Weeks.

W e do not feed little chicks before 
hey are two days old, but from the 
teginning give them water. 
During 
his period the hen is given her food 
?ut of reach of the little ones. 
The 
Irst feeds are given sparingly every 
wo 
hours, 
and 
are . usually 
wet 
mashes. 
After the third day we feed some of 
he cracked grains, a little at a time, 
ill, at the end of the fifth or sixth day 
we are giving the three feeds of the 
cracked grain. Occasionally we give a 
little whole wheat, and by the end of 
°ight weeks we are feeding most of 
‘he grains whole. If the chfcks are un­ 
able to get worms or insects in suffi­ 
cient quantities, they must be supplied 
with a substitute, such as milk or beef 
scraps. 
Green feed is given in the 
form of finely chopped lettuce, a piece 
of potato or turnip or mangel when 
they arc not able to run outside on the 
grass.

FIRED THROUGH A MISTAKE 


Error bf Submarine Commander/

Just a century ago, in 1815, as a 
French writer reminds us, Gen. Count 
Joseph Hugo, father of Victor Hugo, 
the famous poet, Tendered his coun­ 
try the last service of an adventurous 
military career by defending for the 
second time the fortified town of Thi- 
onville. 
The first siege, although the 
garrison was weak and the military 
supplies wretchedly inadequate, lasted 
for forty-eight days—one day more 
than the famous siege of Lucknow. 
The place was abandoned only on the 
news of Napoleon’s downfall, and was 
reoccupied and held for him once 
more during the hundred days of his 
return. 
Thionville, 
which 
was re­ 
named Diedenhofcn by the Germans 
after the Franco-Prussian war. may 
sometime find itself again in the war 
zone, since it is only a few miles 
from the great stronghold of Metz, 
and that is only a few miles from the 
border of French Lorraine. 
The fame of General Hugo is asso­ 
ciated, however, chiefly with warfare 
of a more picturesque and dashing 
nature than siege operations usually 
permit. 
He served brilliantly in both 
Italy and Spain, and especially distin­ 
guished himself in putting down ban­ 
dits and guerrillas. 
That he was a 
man as magnanimous as he was brave 
is attested by a little incident of his 
career that his son narrated. 
General 
Hugo, accompanied by a single trusted 
hussar orderly, had occasion, at the 
close of a day of fighting, to ride 
across a portion of the battlefield as 
dusk was beginning to fall. 
“ He heard a feeble sound in the 
shadows,” wrote Victor Hugo. 
“ It 
was a soldier of the Spanish army, 
who dragged himself along the road­ 
way, pale, bleeding, gasping, and who 
cried, ‘A drink! 
A drink, in the name 
of pity!’ 
“ My father, touched, handed his can­ 
teen to his faithful hussar, and said, 
‘Here, give a drink to that poor, 
wounded fellow.’ 
Suddenly, as the 
hussar, stooping, leaned over him, the 
man, a Moor of some sort, snatched 
the pistol he carried and fired it at 
my father’s head, crying, ‘Caramba!’ 
The bullet passed so close that the hat 
fell, and the charger reared wildly 
backward.
